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Harriman Picks Up Bloc of Delegates 
In Wyoming; Vote Today in Nebraska 
Russia Uses Troop Cut 


WASHINGTON 
New York 
Gov. Averell Harriman has picked 
up his first sizeable bloc of dele­ 
gates outside his own state in his 
campaign for the Democratic pres­ 
idential nomination. 
The Wyoming state Democratic 
convention, which Harriman ad­ 
dressed Monday, elected a slate of 
28 delegates of which 12 are liar 
riman supporters, though not of­ 
ficially pledged. 
Harrim an’s campaign in 
Wyo­ 
ming and other northwestern states 
and today’s presidential preference 
vote in Nebraska highlighted po­ 
litical developments on the nation­ 
al scene. 
In the Nebraska primary Sen. 
Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn) is unop­ 
posed on the Democratic ticket and 
President Eisenhower is unopposed 
on the Republican ticket. 
Write- 


in votes are permitted, however. 
The contest in staunchly Repub­ 
lican Nebraska will have little sig­ 
nificance unless normally GOP vot­ 
ers in rural areas cross over to 
the Democrats to protest Eisenhow­ 
er 
administration 
farm 
policies. 
Voters in farm areas and towns of 
less than 7,000 are not required to 
register by party and may ask for 
either ballot. 
Nebraska will have 18 votes at 
the GGP convention and 12 at the 
Democratic convention. 
In the 1052 and 1954 Nebraska 
primaries, about two-thirds of the 
vote was cast on the Republican 
side. 
Sixty-nine per cent of the 
Nebraska vote went to Mr. Eisen­ 
hower in the 1952 election. 
The delegation which will cast 
Wyoming’s 14 votes at the Demo­ 
cratic convention technically is un 


instructed. 
But 12 of the 28 dele­ 
gates named Monday have indicat­ 
ed a preference for Harriman Not 
more than five were considered 
backers of Kefauver 
Harriman 
put himself directly 
into the Democratic race Monday 
when he told the Wyoming con 
vention his name will be Entered 
at the convention “not as a favor­ 
ite son but as a candidate." 
Later Monday Harriman moved 
into Montana and told an airport 
audience at Billings he would be 
“very happy to have Montana sup­ 
port me” at the Chicago Demo­ 
cratic convention Aug. 13. 
Kefauver and the third major 
candidate for the Democratic nom­ 
ination. Adlai E. Stevenson, cam­ 
paigned today in Oregon, seeking 
write-in votes for that state’s pri­ 
mary on Friday.

Duty said he is awaiting the a r­ 
rival of $25 “ discharge money” 
from the Illinois State Prison at : 
Menard. 
When the money arrives 
today or tomorrow, he said, “ I 
hope to get started for California.” i 
Duty vs on his release from a life 
sentence for stealing a car in De 
Witt County Court Monday. 
Ile said the $25 was all the mon- j 
cy he would have. 
“ I expect to use it to live on 
while I try to hitch-hike a ride to 
California,** he said. 
Duty said he was not celebrating 
his new freedom. 
•‘I’m .still 
very nervous,” he I 
said, "and I’m just staying around 
the jail and resting.” 


To Seek Job in California 


Duty said he would “ rather not 
comment at this tim e” on whether j 
he will seek payment from the I 
state for the time he claims he 
was illegally imprisoned. 
He said he had a letter “ a couple 
of years ago” 
from friends at 
Santa Ana, Calif., who told him j 
he would be welcome to stay with 
them if he ever won his freedom. ) 
“ I haven’t 
heard 
from them 
since.” he said, “ but I have reason 
to believe they are still there.” 
Duty said that although he was 
a Harvard Law School graduate 
and a lawyer, he had also learned 
watchmaking from his father and 
would try to get a job in that line 
in California. 
Duty was sentenced to one year 
to life in 1929 for burglary and j 
larceny of a car. 
Later he was ; 
extradited to Virginia to serve out 
a sentence for jail break. 
Upon his return in 1939, Duty 
claimed the state of Illinois had 
lost jurisdiction over him and that j 
he was wrongfully imprisoned. 
It took him 17 years before the 
state let him go. 
The end came 
here when Circuit Judge Grover 
W. Watson granted a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus drawn up by Duty him­ 
self. 
It was the second time in a 
month that Illinois has admitted 
its prisons contained an unjustly 
jailed man. 


Does Not Feel Bitter 


Last month, 52-year-old Roy Eat­ 
on won freedom after serving 16 
years for a crime he didn’t commit. 
A state’s attorney finally believed 
him and got a confession from the 
real criminal. 
Duty has no family or relatives. 
He plans to go to Santa Ana, Calif., 
where he visited years ago, and 
take up his old trade of watch re­ 
pairing. 
He said he got “very good treat­ 
ment in prison” and does not feel 
bitter. 
But the veteran ex-convict 
said he should never have received 
so long a term for the crime he 
committed. 
Duty, an El Paso, Tex., native, 
attended Harvard law school more 
than half a century ago, from 1900 
to 1903. 
He practiced law for 
nine years at Jonesboro, Ark., but 
was disbarred on charges of brib­ 
ing a witness during a murder trial. 
Duty denied the charge, but did 
not seek reinstatement. 
Instead, 
he became a watch repairer and 
eventually a criminal. He was con­ 
victed in 1918 at Richmond, Va., 
for burglary and larceny, escaped 
in 1919, and was arrested again in 
Illinois IO years later. 


Bureau of Mines 
Asks Research on 
Coal Problems 


WASHINGTON <CID—‘The U. S. 
Bureau of Mines today urged an 
immediate expansion of research 
to solve the technological prob­ 
lems of the coal industry. 
The bureau also predicted the 
nation’s energy requirem ents will 
increase nearly two-thirds by 1975. 
The amount spent for coal re­ 
search is small compared with re­ 
search expenditures in other indus­ 
tries, it said in a report. 
Last year 
only 17 million dollars was spent 
on coal studies compared to 28 mil­ 
lion dollars for textiles, nearly 146 
million dollars by the petroleum 
industry and more than 360 million 
dollars by the chemical industry. 
The report listed more than 200 
possible research fields for bitu­ 
minous coal which might enable 
the industry to participate more 
fully in the nation’s growing fuel 
market. 
Among the major areas for re­ 
search recommended by the report 
were: 
Nuclear gasification of coal; pro­ 
duction of high-heating gas from 
coal; fine coal cleaning; low-tem- 
pcrature 
coking, 
handling 
and 
transporting coal underground, hy­ 
draulic transportation, and basic re­ 
search on the structure and prop­ 
erties of coal.

People W ill 
Express Wishes 
On Separation 


Voters of Shawneetown will go 
to the polls Thursday, May 24, to 
settle a 
controversy 
that 
began 
nearly 20 years ago. 
The controversy — separation of 
the two sections of Shawneetown 
—will be voted on at a special elec­ 
tion May 24. 
The election was set 
up by resolution during a meeting 
of the Shawneetown city council 
Monday night. The resolution pass­ 
ed by a 4-3 vote, with Mayor Sam 
Denton casting the vote that broke 
a 3-3 tie. 
On occasions in years past resi­ 
dents of that part of Shawneetown 
usually referred to as “Old Town" 
have attempted to have the action 
that made “New Town” a part of 
Shawneetown declared void. 
Following the 1937 flood New 
Shawneetown, officially known as 
the Federal Housing Authority ad­ 
dition, was established with many 
residents of the town moving their 
homes or building new ones in the 
addition 
Churches, business hous­ 
es, the city hall, county court house 
and other buildings and improve­ 
ments were constructed in New 
Town. 
However, many residents contin­ 
ued to live in Old Town and per­ 
iodically since then attempts have 
been made to get New Town sep­ 
arated from Old Town. 
The Illinois Supreme Court in 
1941 denied such a petition. 


Vote to Express People’s Will 


In late January or early Febru­ 
ary a similar petition was filed in 
Gallatin County Circuit court 
Then later a petition was pre­ 
sented the Shawneetown city coun­ 
cil asking that Old Town be sepa­ 
rated. 
The two petitions would 
have produced the same result— 
separating the two communities. 
But there would have been this 
difference. 
The earlier petitions, 
if granted, would have established 
Old Town as Shawneetown and the 
New Town would have lost its cor­ 
porate status. 
The latter petition, according to 
legal opinion, would have estab­ 
lished New Town as Shawneetown 
and Old Town would have lost its 
corporate status. 
j 
Those petitioning for the sepa­ 
ration claim they have been domi­ 
nated by residents of new town; 
that, among other things, the water 
system was moved from Old Town, 
thereby endangering the health of 
the residents and creating a fire 
hazard, lowering property values. 
The controversy of many years 
probably will be settled at the 
polls within a short time. 
Voting 
places will be established in both 
sections of Shawneetown, with vot­ 
ing hours from 12 o’clock noon 
until 5 p. rn. May 24. 
The election will only express 
the views of the people on the con­ 
troversy. 
The separation, if there 
is one, will be by council action. 
It is predicted the council will 
follow the will of the people, as 
expressed by their voting.

Russia Equips 


Huge Army with 


New Weapons 


WASHINGTON IF—U. S. Army 
sources disclosed today that Rus­ 
sia has equipped its huge army 
with 
a “ loudly new family of 
weapons” ai a vast modernization 
program for atomic age warfare. 


Some military authorities believ­ 
ed that the new Russia emphasis 
en mobility and increased firepow­ 
er may explain the Soviets' pro­ 
fessed willingness to cut down the 
numbers of men in its standing 
forces. 


“ The Soviet re-equipment pro­ 
gram is an accomplished fact,” 
Army sources said. 
“ These weap­ 


ons are now al the disposal of 
Red army units, not on the dry* 
ing boards or in the initial stages 
of production/* 


The new Soviet army, it was 
said, is organized not for defen­ 
sive but for offensive tactic- on 
atomic battlefields. 
The new weapons include two 
“ devastating atomic a r t i l l e r y 
pieces,” according to data in Pen­ 
tagon files. 
One is a 203 milli­ 
m eter gun which has a range of 
| about 16 miles. 
It can hurl an 
atomic shell almost as far as the 
much bigger and heavier Ameri­ 
can 280 millimeter atomic can­ 
non. 
The other is a 240 heavy 
m ortar, the largest caliber weap 
en of its type in the world. 
Along with new trucks, a giant 
helicopter and new lightly arm or 
cd amphibious vehicles, the new 
weapons make the Russian army a 
highly mobile force which is a 
far cry from the horse and cart 
Russian arm y of World War II, 
the U. S. Army sources said.

'One Word More' 
About Frogman 


LONDON CF!) — Sir Anthony 
Eden’s absolute refusal to explain 
the case of Lt. Cmdr. Lionel Crahb 
turned the disappearance of the 
frogman today into one of the great 
unsolved mysteries of the cold war. 
Both the opposition Labor Party 
and the British press relieved the 
pressure on the Conservative gov­ 
ernment to air the case in the face 
of the prime minister s pronounce­ 
ment that “I have not one word 
more to say." 
There still were demands that 
side issues be cleaned up. such as 
B 
anishment for the men responsi- 
le for Crabb's last swim near So­ 
viet ships in Portsmouth Harbor. 
But government critics appeared 
convinced that the case itself would 
remain a dark, embarrassing gov­ 
ernment secret, at least until time 
can dull the effect of making it 
public. 
Both the Daily Sketch and the 
Daily Telegraph admitted today 
that Eden had the right and the 
duty not to disclose any secrets 
that might harm the national in­ 
terest. Eden said disclosure of the 
frogman case would do this. 
Papers Cite Responsibility 
Each of the newspapers said, 
however, that responsibility for the 
handling of the m atter should be 
fixed. 
The Telegraph added that it was 
hard to believe ‘‘that we have heard 
the last of the frogman case. There 
is still a death to be accounted for 
and a body to be recovered . . 
As far as the public knows, a 
frogman believed to be Crabb was 
seen by Soviet sailors swimming 
in a skindiver's suit near three 
visiting Russian ships in Ports­ 
mouth Harbor last April 19 
The Soviets said he disappeared 
underwater and they did not see 
him again. 
The British govern­ 
ment has ‘‘presumed’’ him dead 
but there has been no announced 
search for the body. 
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Sen. George Accepts Foreign Policy

WASHINGTON HP) - Sen. Wal­ 
ter F. G eorge's acceptance of

senhower adm inistration may p ar­ 
tially deflate one of the

The v eteran Georgia Democrat, 
who is retirin g from the Senate, 
Monday accepted, as had been ex­ 
pected. a po>t as Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er's personal ambassador to the 
North A tlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion.

is more than 
twice as

as Americans 
spent for 
worship facilities 
during the entire 
y ear of 1946, a decade ago. 
So far this year, 
outlays 
for 
religious construction are running 
about 2 per cent above the previ­ 
ous all-time record set last year. 
The Commerce D epartm ent esti­ 
m ates that total 1956 spending will 
approach 850 million dollars. Some 
private estimates go as high as 
900 million dollars. 
Even at this prodigious 
rate, 
however, the churches have bare­ 
ly begun to meet their needs for

space 
to 
accommodate 
steadily growing congregations.
